Th ere is an average of about 
100,000 man days lost per 1.000.- 
000 men in th e Arm y due to foot 
trouble alone. Th e m orbidity in 
th e civil population is probably 
sm aller, but still enouga to be rec­ 
ognized. 
Cau» e* of Painful fe e t 
Th e two largest groups of causes 
of painful feet are corn*, bunions, 
calluses and bursae of various 
kind» ; th e second is flat foot. 
Coras, bunions, calluses, etc. 
are *11 due to th e Mine underlying 
c*use. Th ey are a com bination of 
a sh oe pressing th e skin of th e 
foot against a bony excrescence or 
rough ness underneath - Th e bony 
excrescence is usually produced by 
long-continued 
pressure of th e 
sh oe so tna t th e ultim ate cause of 
both is th e same, tu t wh en any 
kind of corn is persistent, com­ 
plete cure will not occur until th e 
underlying bony excrescence is re­ 
moved. 
Th e common corn results from 
comprtfcaion of th e soft tissue be- 
tw« >en th e sh oe and an exerescer.ee 
of bone. Th e removal of th e h ard­ 
ened, th ickened skin brings only 
tem porary relief, but by taking a 
few day* off and rem oving th e 
l» ony excrescence and also correct­ 
ing th e sh oe, perm anent relief will 
result. 
Th e soft corn is caused by pres­ 
sure of one toe Against a project­ 
ing portion of th e next. Here also, 
a complete removal of th e projec­ 


tion or correction of it is th e only 
form of perm anent h elp. 
Tailor’® Bunion 
Tailor’s bunion occurs a t th e 
root of th e little toe and is due to 
an overgrowth of bone caused by 
continued pressure such as an old- 
fash ioned tailor jnade on h is feet 
as h e sat cross-legged on h i* bench . 
Dorsal bunion occurs a t th e root 
of th e big toe and is caused by 
tigh tly laced sh oes. 
If padding 
and ch anging to strap sh oes does 
not give relief, surgical removal 
of th e h ead of th e bone is indi­ 
cated. 
Painful h eels are usually inflam­ 
mations of th e bursa in th e foot 
due to pressure of th e bony excre­ 
scence against th e skin. Sh oe cor­ 
rections can relieve th is pressure 
and injection of r.ovocaine into th e 
painful tissue will extend relief. 
Some form s of painful h eel are 
relieved only by surgical opera- 
l tion, h owever. 
M etatarsalgia means pain along 
th e ball of th e foot at th e root of 
th e toes. It occurs alm ost entirely 
in women wh o v.ear sh oes with 
h eels th at are too h igh and wh ich 
th row th e w eigh t on th e m etatar­ 
sal arch es, pressing th em against 
j th e sole of th e sh oe. A return to 
flat-h eeled, w ell-fitting sh oes usu­ 
ally relieves th is condition.

The two largest groups of causes 
of painful feet are corns, bunions, j 
calluses and bursae of various I 
kinds; the second is flat foot. 
Corns, bunions, calluses, etc. 
are ail due to the same underlying 
cause. They are a combination of 
a shoe pressing the skin of the 
foot against a bony excrescence or 
roughness underneath. The bony 
excrescence is usually produced by 
long-continued pressure of the 
shoe so tnat the ultimate cause of 
both is the Kame, but when any 
kind of corn is persistent, com­ 
plete cure will not occur until the 
underlying bony excrescence is re­ 
moved. 
The common corn results from 
compression of the soft tissue be­ 
tween the shoe and an excrescence 
of bone. The removal of the hard­ 
ened, thickened skin brings only 
temporary relief, but by taking a 
few days off and removing the 
bony excrescence and also correct­ 
ing the shoe, permanent relief will 
result.

So. getting together with Ferd 
Eberstadt. 
W PB’s 
hard-hitting 
m aterials executive. Wilson said; 
“Why can’t we get the copper , 
boys to roll aluminum. There are 
plenty of aluminum ingots, 
it’s 
! merely a m atter of rolling them. 
Meanwhile, the copper mills can’t 
get enough copper from the mines 
and we can keep them busy roll- 
{ ing aluminum. 
The copper mills didn't 
much 
like 
the 
idea, 
because 
rolling 
aluminum requires more heat and 
isn’t so good for their equipment.
